Price of gasoline 


continues to climb 


United Press International 
The price of gasoline at the pump 
rose to well over 50 cents a gallon in 
many parts of the United States 
today and the nation’s energy chief 
said it would go up as much as 11 
cents more by March. 
William E. Simon, head of the 
Federal Energy Office, also said at 
a Washington news conference that 
U. S. consumption of oil was 500.000 
barrels per day below the forecast 
for the current week and 800.000 
barrels per day below the forecast 
for the last four weeks. 
Today’s retail price increases, 
which reached as high as 57.9 cents 
per gallon at some Washington, D. 
C., area stations, was mostly the 
result of passed-on price increases 
in the cost of raw materials. 
Simon said he expected prices to 
go up by a minimum of 8 cents a 
gallon and a maximum of 11 cents 
within the next two months, partly 
to compensate 
dealers for 
the 


decreased 
amount 
of 
business 
because they have less gasoline and 
partly to reflect the rising costs of 
crude oil. 
Simon’s office only a few days ago 
had predicted a 10 cent rise by 
March 1. There have been some 
predictions that the price of gasoline 
ultimately may approach $1 a gallon 
in the United States It is more than 
that in some countries. 


Simon said the Internal Revenue 
Service checked more than 2.300 
gasoline stations across the nation 
during the past weekend and found 
some of them charging as high as $2 
a gallon for gasoline. He said IRS 
agents found 409 price violations 
during the weekend. 


Acting Attorney General Robert 
H Bork sent telegrams to 94 U. S. 
attorneys last week advising them 
to seek restraining orders against 
gasoline price gougers, Simon said. 
Simon also said he had reached an

Under 
earlier

measures, the 10-gallon limit was 
voluntary.

began Amoco said as of midnight 
its wholesale price of gasoline went 
up 5.8 cents a gallon and its No. 2 
home heating oil 6.4 cents a gallon 


Standard Oil of Ohio raised its 
gasoline price 1 cent a gallon and 
heating oil 2 cents 
Sun Oil Co. 
boosted gasoline 1 cent and heating 
oil and diesel fuel 4 cents a gallon.

negotiators were putting the “finishing touches on the pact. 
But federal mediator Richard Hughes and spokesmen for the striking 
unions -the Teamsters, Meat Cutters, Operating Engineers and Machinists 
— denied Voigt's claim 


“There shouldn’t be any news coming out of the negotiations,” Hughes 
said. “We’re still meeting and still negotiating That s the only thing that 
should be coming out of the talks 


Hughes recessed Wednesday s session after six hours of talks, which 
followed an 18-hour marathon Tuesday and early Wednesday. 


If an agreement is reached today, union members were expected to meet 
over the weekend to vote on the pact. 


Britain may deport U.S. girl caught smuggling arms 


LONDON (U PI) - Britain may deport to the United 
States an 18-year«)ld American girl caught smuggling 
weapons and ammunition into the country rather than 
charge her here, police sources said today. 
Scotland Yard and the Home Office imposed blanket 
secrecy on what one official termed 
this security 
matter,” 


But spokesmen discounted headlines in almost every 
British newspaper saying that Alison Thompson, 18, of 
Santa Barbara, Calif , and two Arabs arrested with her 
were the intended core of an “ Arab terrorist cell being 
formed in London. 
Miss Thompson has been held at Ealing police station for 
five davs. 


She was arrested at Heathrow Airport Saturday after the 
U.S. Federal Bureau of Investigation (F B I) tipped off 
Scotland Yard that she might be carrying guns on a flight 
from Los Angeles for a group of Arab gunmen in London 


Police said five automatic pistols and 150 rounds of 
ammunition were found hidden in a false bottom of her 
suitcase, but she was not arrested until she left the 
terminal and was seen talking to a 25 year-old Moroccan 
Official sources said two other men were being held with 
her They were identified as: 
- Abelkhir Hakaoui, 24, a Moroccan Police said he was 
picked up when Miss Thompson left the terminal and 
contacted him on an airport bus Home Office officials said 
he had been in Britain three weeks. 


Atler Naseen, 21. a Pakistani Officials said he arrived 
New Year’s eve and was arrested as he stepped from the 
plane 
Two other Arabs were under arrest at Ealing police 
station But officials said they were not connected with the 
other three The two, a Jordanian and a Lebanese, were 
arrested Saturday when they arrived from Damascus. 
Police sources said they presented 
perfectly forged 
visas 
Officials who refused to be identified said Miss Thompson 
could be charged here with arms smuggling An official 
said Scotland Yard Commissioner Sir Robert Mark is "still 
considering this possibility” and that Home Secretary 
Robert Carr, who could order her deportation, is "being 
kopt informed ’’ 


Police sources said the arrests of at least some of the five 
resulted from maximum alerts at British airports over tips 
that as many as 30 Arabs might be en route to London to 
establish a guerrilla base Similar alerts were called in 
other European countries over the Christmas period 


The sources said the decision on whether to deport or 
charge the girl may be decided by the Home Office today 


Police said Wednesday the five could be the vanguard of 
more than 30 suspected Arabs believed en route to London 
and ordered a maximum alert at all British airports The 
British airport alert followed similar precautions taken in 
other European countries over the Christmas holidays 
Arms and explosives were seized in several nations

An IRS spokesman said Wednesday the service "has been 
authorized by the President’s representatives to disclose 
that it is re-examining the President’s tax returns 
The brief statement did not say what aspects of the 
President’s taxes were under scrutiny. 
Nixon on Dec. 8 made public his tax returns for 1969-72 
and invited Congress’ Joint Committee on Internal Revenue 
Taxation to review two controversial points in them 
One of these was Nixon’s $576,000 deduction.

A better East player would 
see the need for a club shift 
and would autom atically 
lead back the three spot 
Fourth best was standard 
then; it is still standard now. 
but with exceptions. 
This hand represents one of 
the exceptions.

Security Income 
checks arriving 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — More than 3 million poor 
persons, aged 65 and older, blind or disabled, are receiving 
their first federal welfare checks this week under the new 
Supplemental Security Income (SSI) program which took 
effect New Year’s Dav 
Nearly 18 million aged persons, many also receiving 
small Social Security checks; 1.2 million disabled children 
and adults, and 75,000 blind persons are on the mailing list 
for the new gold-colored checks from the U.S. treasury 
The official total, which changes daily, was 3,056.300 on 
Wednesday 
The federally administered welfare system, which 
replaces 1,152 differing state and local welfare programs, is 
the nation's first guaranteed annual income for a specific 
needy population 
The government will make basic 
payments to assure that needy individuals have at least $130 
a month income and couples $195 
For 60 per cent of the SSI recipients, who already are 
receiving Social Security checks, the minimums are $150 
and $215 because the first $20 of unearned income is not 
counted in determining benefits 
The computerized SSI system got under way with what 
one government spokesman described as 
no great big 
problem but lots and lots of little problems 
In New York State, 10,000 to 11,000 young welfare 
mothers temporarily are without any benefits They had 
been receiving Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC) but were determined by the state near the end of 
the year to be disabled and thus eligible for SSI. However, 
they were not automatically transferred to SSI roles and 
are no longer on AFDC roles either. Most are in New York 
City 
In Iowa about 15,000 persons will receive checks with a 
few dollars too much because of an administrative error, 
and in some states the computers reversed names and 
“ John Smith" became “ Smith John." 
Local Social Security offices will handle questions and 
complaints. 


Nation's weather 


United Press International 
A band of freezing rain spread today from central Texas 
to the Virginias and Pennsylvania, and heavy snow 
warnings were issued for northern New Mexico, the Texas 
Panhandle and northwest Oklahoma. 
The heavy snows were expected to keep schools closed in 
parts of New Mexico and Texas, which were plagued by 
similar weather troubles Wednesday 
Ice storm and freezing rain warnings were posted today 
from Arkansas northeast to southwest Pennsylvania. 
Freezing rain Wednesday formed an icy glaze over 
Arkansas, closing schools and industries and tying up 
traffic for hours. The conditions led to a 40-car pileup on 
U.S. 70 about eight miles east of Hot Springs. 
Travelers advisories were in effect today for snow and 
sleet for much of the central Atlantic Coast. 
Freezing temperatures dipped far south into south- 
central Texas. Below zero temperatures remained in the 
upper and central Plains as far south as Colorado. 
At St. Louis, Mo., today street crews and motorists were 
braced for what weather forecasters were predicting to be 
the third significant snowfall in two weeks. The National 
Weather Service said freezing rain could turn to snow that 
would total at least four inches. 
In Albuquerque, N.M., Wednesday public and parochial 
schools were^losed and remained so again today. 
“ The highways are still open, but the entire northern 
section (of the state) is snow-packed and icy and driving 
conditions are bad all over,” state police said. 


Two astronauts expect 
to be better human beings 


HOUSTON (UPI) — Two members of the Skylab 3 crew 
admitted Wednesday their space flight has significantly 
changed the way they look at life and will make them better 
human begins. 
Astronauts Gerald P. Carr, Edward G. Gibson and 
William R. Pogue took time to reflect on the effect the 
flight has had on their lives during Wednesday’s day off. 
But the astronauts were back on their regular research plan 
today, gathering data on the Earth and Comet Kohoutek 
Both Carr, the 41-year-old mission commander, and 
Pogue, 43, the pilot, said during a televised news 
conference from space that the direction of their lives was 
being affected by their planned 84-day space flight. 
“ People in our line of work, a very technical type of 
work, are inclined to move along with your blinders on,” 
Carr said “ I think this mission is going to do me a lot of 
good in that it’s going to increase my awareness. That’s 
going to be a major effect on my inner self.” 
Pogue said he caused embarrassment to his fellow 
crewmen the first few days of the flight when they tried to 
cover up his being ill He tried to work even harder to make 
up for that, he said, but ended up making errors because he 
was trying to move too quickly. 


20 IRA suspects arrested 


DUBLIN (UPI) — Troops and police arrested 20 
suspected Irish Republican Army gunmen along the border 
witn Northern Ireland today in the biggest crackdown on 
the outlawed IRA in 20 years, a police spokesman said. 
In coordinated raids and roadblocks in the border area, 
he said 11 men were arrested in Buncrana, five in 
Monaghan and four in Dundalk 
All may appear later today to be charged with 
membership in the IRA, which carries a maximum 
sentence of six months imprisonment, the spokesman said 
He described 
the 
continuing 
raids as the most 
comprehensive launched against the IRA since the early 
1950s.

Most Americans set their clocks an hour 
ahead next Sunday as almost all of the 
country goes on daylight saving time in an 
effort to save energy. The country will 
remain on daylight saving time until 
October, 1975. 


Under the legislation passed by the 
Congress, no mainland state is exempted 
from daylight saving time, though both 
Alaska and Hawaii are exempted But 14 
mainland states that now have two time 
zones, such as Indiana, may exempt one of 


the zones from the faster time. State 
legislatures could also exempt their states, 
or 
the 
state could 
ask 
the 
federal 
government for an exemption 
So far, only Arizona has asked for an 
exemption for the entire state, citing a 
“ hardship” provision. Arizona Gov Jack 
Williams, in a wire to Washington, said 
Arizona is in the western section of the 
Mountain Time Zone and daylight saving 
time would not result in saving energy 
Williams contended that Arizona’s hottest 
period is in the afternoon and DST would 


mean trading an hour of lower energy use 
in the morning for an hour of higher energy 
use in the evening, expecially during the 
summer with air conditioning 


Idaho Gov Cecil D. Andrus last week 
issued 
a 
proclamation exempting the 
southern half of Idaho from DST, thus 
placing the entire state on Pacific Daylight 
time. Gov Tom McCall of Oregon asked 
that Malheur County in eastern Oregon, the 
only Oregon county on Mountain time, be 
exempt from the change, but only if an 


exemption is also granted to southern 
Idaho. 
A resolution was introduced in the 
Nebraska legislature to place the entire 
state on Mountain time And in Michigan, 
several 
legislators 
have 
asked 
Gov 
William 
Milliken 
to 
petition 
for an 
exemption. 


The government of Ontario, Canada, is 
also expected to adopt daylight saving time 
because of pressure from business and 
industry that have close links to the United 
States 


Tex Ritter dead at 67 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (UPI) — Singing cowboy Tex Ritter, 
whose recording of “ High Noon” became a Western 
classic, died of a massive heart attack Wednesday night 
while visiting a friend in the Davidson County Jail. 
A veteran of 85 movies, 78 of them Westerns, and a 
singing career that touched six decades, Ritter, 67, was 
visiting Lamar “ Jack” Watkins, apparently an employe, 
when he was stricken. He died at a local hospital a short 
time later. 
“ He was sitting here laughing and talking about getting 
this man out on bond and all of a sudden he just slumped 
over in his chair,” said Police Lt. John Brewer.

Emergency loan fund 
helps avert tragedies 


Some 
“ poor ranchers” 
have enriched the lives of 
several thousand students at 
U C S B 
through 
an 
emergency loan fund which 
just keeps on growing 
A Santa Barbara riding 
club called Los Rancheros 
Pobres started the fund 12 
years ago to provide instant, 
no-hassle 
loans 
to 
(for 
example) a married student 
whose 
chid had 
to 
be 
hospitalized, 
a 
military 
veteran who couldn’t buy 
his textbooks because 
his 
check 
was delayed, 
a 
foreign student caught on 
the short end of a currency 
devaluation, a coed who lost 
her job and couldn’t pay her 
rent 
A total of 2,405 one - to 
two-month loans have been 
made over the years with 
“ an admirable repayment 
record.” according to a 
founder of the fund, Santa 
Barbara dentist William E. 
Stephens, a past president 
of Los Rancheros Pobres. 
The interest rate is only 
three per cent per year for 
loans up to $50. yet these 
dimes and quarters have 
added $413 to the fund since 
1961 when it was started 
with an initial outlay of $450 
Now totaling $8,300, it is 
administered by the UCSB 
Office of Financial Aids 


Mrs Muriel Engle of the 
Dean of Students Office 
recalls how it all began She 
was seated in the dental 
chair, her mouth stuffed 
with 
cotton, 
when 
her 
dentist, 
Dr 
Stephens, 
mentioned that his riding 
group was looking for a 
worthy cause which might 
be helped significantly by 
modest contributions. 


Mrs. Engle immediately 
thought of the young people 
who came to the Dean of 


Students Office from time 
to time There was the girl 
who needed bus fare to 
return home to the bedside 
of a dying father, a boy 
(classified as legally blind) 
whose briefcase, containing 
his only pair of glasses, had 
just been stolen, a shy coed 
who had been invited to the 
first dance of her college 
career but had no money for 
a dress Since there was no 
hang loose fund to dip into 
at that time, the personnel 
in the Dean of Students 
Office all chipped in to help 
these students out And in 
each case, the money was 
paid back 
“ What 
is 
desperately 
needed,” 
replied 
Mrs 
Engle, after removing her 
cotton barrier, “ is some 
sort of discretionary fund 
which the Dean of Students 
could administer without 
the forms and formalities of 
traditional loans ” 


At the very next meeting 
of Los Rancheros Pobres 
the members agreed upon a 
procedure to build such a 
fund and keep it growing In 
lieu of sending flowers upon 
the death of a friend or 
relative, they would send 
money to a special loan fund 
in memory of the deceased 
UCSB, in turn, would send a 
letter to the closest survivor 
telling 
of 
the 
commemorative gift and 
who had made it 


As 
UCSB’s 
enrollment 
climbed steeply and the 
campus 
skyline 
changed 
from low, tile roofs to 
towering buildings visible 
miles at sea. an Office of 
Financial Aids was created 
to 
handle 
all 
loans, 
scholarships 
and 
other 
forms of aid 
Though 
the 
Los 
Rancheros Pobres loan fund 


was 
transferred 
to this 
office. Dean of Students 
Lyle Reynolds still writes 
the letters acknowledging 
contributions, just as he did 
from the beginning 
“ There's something about 
the 
sim p licity 
and 
humaneness of this fund 
which appeals to me. 
he 
said “ It retains the spirit of 
this place when we were a 
small campus

Lanier gunned for 26 points in the second half, 34 overall, and had 15 
rebounds, five blocked shots and six assists in leading the Detroit 
Pistons past their Midwest Division rivals, the Milwaukee Bucks, 106- 
92 
After hitting only two of his first nine shots, Lanier made 14 of his 
next 19 attempts Moreover, the 6*foot 11 center held Jabbar, the 
seventh-leading scorer in the league with a 25.2 average, to only 14 
points. 
Milwaukee s Lucius Allen hit 25 of his career high 39 points in the 
first half to help the Bucks take a 54 46 lead Dave Bing notched 20 
points for Detroit. 
The victory pulled Detroit to within six games of division-leading 
Milwaukee Chicago is in second, two games back of the Bucks, who 
have the second best record in the NBA at 30-9 Boston, which saw its 
seven-game winning streak broken by Kansas City-Omaha, 109-97, still 
has the best record at 29-6 
In other NBA action. New York whipped Capital, 92 81, Phoenix 
edged Atlanta, 116-113, Houston nipped Philadelphia, 10199, and 
Buffalo beat Seattle, 115-111.

1973 Jim Thorpe Award 


the best

NEW YORK - (NEA) - It 
has already been written into 
the record book that in the 
1973 season of the National 
F o o t b a ll L e a g u e , O .J. 
Simpson of Buffalo rushed 
the ball 332 times for 2,003 
yards, that he gained more 
than 100 yards in each of 11 
games, that in three of those 
games he exceeded 200 
yards, that in the very first 
game of the season he gained 
250 yards. 
None of those figures had 
ever been achieved before. 
Not by Jimmy Brown. Or 
Steve Van Buren. Or Bronko 
Nagurski. Or any of the many 
great runners who have play­ 
ed during the 53 years of the 
NFL. 
What do the figures mean ' 
They mean that O.J. 
Simpson stands at the peak, 
that he is for this one season 
at least the incomparable 
performer of professional 
football. And his peers, the 
players of the NFL, have so 
designated him by choosing 
O.J. Simpson as the winner of 
the Jim Thorpe Memorial 
Trophy for 1973. It means that 
he is the most valuable play­ 
er in the NFL. 
The trophy was instituted 
by Newspaper Enterprise As­ 
sociation in 1955 and infalli­ 
bly it has gone to the greatest 
players over the last 19 
seasons. For what he has 
done in this, his fifth season of 
pro ball, Simpson is a natural 
addition to the roster. 
The legend of O.J. almost 
obscures the fact that he is 
only 26 years old. 
He was already getting 
raves at City College of San 
Francisco in his home town 
before he was recruited by 
the University of Southern 
California and broke all 
NCAA rushing records to win 
the Heisman Trophy in 1968. 
He was the first collegian 
chosen in the player draft for 
1969. by the Buffalo Bills, who 
had won just one game in '68.

O.J. was skeptical about 
playing in that drab northern 
city, with its late season fri­ 
gidity, a decaying edifice for 
a stadium and a disorganized 
team. 


But his future was secure. 
Capitalizing on his college 
reputation, his agent had him 
locked into a half million dol­ 
lars in outside deals. And 
after the season, he could al- 


w ays escape back to southern 
California, where he had 
bought a home in fashionable 
Coldwater Canyon. 
But still for O.J. there were 
four plodding years of dis­ 


couragement. And losing. Be­ 
cause O.J. is a football play­ 
er. And he was used to win 
ning. It started to turn around 
for him in '72 when he finally 
toppt'd the 1.000 yard plateau 
in rushing, led the league and 
was the star of the Pro Bowl 
game in Dallas. 
More important, Lou 
Saban, who had just come 
back to coach the Bills again, 
was putting together a repre­ 
sentative team built on young 
players. Even physically the 
team was upgraded with the 
construction of a new 
stadium, seating 80.000. in 
suburban Orchard Park. The 
Bills moved in this fall. 
Now’ optimism runs ram­ 
pant as O.J. Simpson. Featur­ 
ing the most effective ground 
attack in the history of the 
NFL thanks to Simpson, the 
Bills came within a game of 
qualifying for the champion­ 
ship playoffs. 
His slashing, swift running 
style has left him relatively 
injurv-free, especially con­ 
sidering that O.J. thrives on 
carrying the ball 25 times a 
game, almost double the load 
of most running backs. And 
his emergence as the out­ 
standing runner in football 
coincides with the change in 
emphasis from passing to 
rushing as the big weapon in 
the pro game. 
Far behind Simpson in con­ 
sideration for this year's Jim 
Thorpe trophy, w h ic h 
memorializes another great 
runner, were veteran quar­ 
terbacks John Hadl of the Los 
Angeles Rams and Fran 
Tarkenton of the Minnesota 
Vikings. 
Last year, too, a running 
back. Larry Brown of the 
Washington Redskins was 
voted the top player in the 
game.

Hadl NFC Player of Year 


NEW YORK (U PI) — John Hadl proved this season 
that an old quarterback can learn new tricks. 
Hadl, a passing master in those wide-open days of the 
early AFL era, showed he could be as modem as 
tomorrow this season when he led the Los Angeles Rams 
to a 12-2 regular season record in this defense, run- 
oriented era. 
The result was that Hadl, in his first season in the 
NFC, was named the 1973 United Press International 
National Football Conference Player of the Year. 
In the balloting of a nation-wide panel of 39 writers— 
three from each NFC city— Hadl collected 13 votes to 
beat out Minnesota's Fran Tarkenton, who received 
eight votes. 
Alan Page, the Minnesota tackle who became the first 
defensive player ever to win the award in 1971, tied for 
third place with Dallas’ Calvin Hill with five votes each. 
Other players receiving votes in the scattered 
balloting were Philadelphia wide receiver Harold 


Carmichael, Green Bay running back John Brockington, 
Los Angeles wide receiver Hal Jackson, Minnesota wide 
receiver John Gilliam, Washington l i n e b a c k e r Chris 
Hamburger and Philadelphia tight end Charley Young. 
Hadl’s statistics—he completed 135 of 258 passes for 
2,008 yards—were lower than the ones he compiled in the 
previous nine seasons with the San Diego Chargers. 
But with the zone defenses geared to choke off the 
passing game, Hadl mixed the running game well with 
the passing attack and the result was the 12-2 record. 
“ Sure, 1 remember when we threw 40 passes a game 
but if you did that now, you’d lead the league in defeats 
and interceptions,” Hadl points out. 


Tarkenton, the second-place finisher in the balloting, 
also led the Vikings to a 12-2 regular season mark and the 
NFC Central Division crown. 
Finishing No. 2 in the final NFC stats, Tarkenton 
completed 169 of 274 passes for 2,113 yards and 15 
touchdowns.

No wonder he was “ a little 
biased.” 
Ara 
Parseghian 
wasn’t

different after Notre Dame shaded 
Alabama, 24-23, in the Sugar Bowl 
Monday night. Asked whether he 
now felt his team was the best in the 
nation, he added 
“ I think we deserve it. I will be 
disappointed if we are not No. 1 
There was no way in the world Joe 
Paterno 
was 
going 
to 
be 
disappointed after Penn State beat 
Louisiana State, 16-9, in the Orange 
Bowl. 
“ I ’ve just conducted my own poll 
—‘the Paterno poll’ —and Penn 
State is No 1,” beamed the Nittany 
Lions’ coach after they defeated 
LSU. 
Penn State was ranked 
fifth 
nationally; Southern Cal seventh; 
Notre Dame fourth; Ohio State 
third; Oklahoma (which didn’t play 
in any bowl) second, and Alabama 
was No. 1 —the regular season 
national champion. 
The two key words there are 
“ regular season.” 
Each week during the college 
football season, 35 of the nation’s 
foremost 
coaches, 
representing 
every section of the country, cast 
their vote for the top 10 teams. 
This 35-man group comprises the 
U PI major college football ratings 
board and one of its objectives is 
selecting 
the 
regular 
season 
national champion. The final ballot 
is cast after the end of the regular 
season. 
The coaches not only want it this 
way, they insist upon it. A different 
system is used by another wire 
service. Sports writers and sports 
casters do the voting here and 
following the regular season, they 
engage in a post-season vote after 
the bowl games. 
The majority of coaches reject 
this 
idea, 
and 
have 
done 
so 
repeatedly. They feel their way of 
voting, the U PI way, reflects a 
team’s regular season ability more 
accurately and eliminates all post­ 
season “ emotionalism.” 
Maybe I ’m a little biased, too, but 
I have to agree with them. 
Every 
now 
and 
then, 
two 
extraordinary teams like Alabama 
and Notre Dame, each owning 
perfect records, will meet in a bowl 
game as they did in New Orleans 
Monday night, and there will always 
be a temptation to label the winner 
No. 1, but that doesn’t necessarily 
make it so. 
As Joe Patemo points out, a bowl 
game is “ a reward” to the players 
for having a good season. 


Maybe what college football needs 
now is a playoff system of some 
kind, but until a practical one is 
devised, the coaches, as a group, say 
they don’t think bowl games should 
be 
the 
determining 
factor 
in 
deciding 
the 
authentic 
regular 
season national champion 
“ The feeling among most of the 
coaches,” 
says 
Bill 
Murray, 
executive director of the American 
Football Coaches Association, “ is 
that they don’t think a team should 
have to go through an entire regular 
season, prove itself during its 10 or 
11-game schedule, and then have 
everything risked in a post-season 
game. 


To be sure, a few coaches have 
voiced some sentiment for a change 
in the present system of their 
voting, but every time they get 
together, hold a meeting and take a 
vote on how they should vote, they 
go back to the way they’re balloting 
now—meaning only until the end of 
the regular season.

What I ac­ 
complished as a young player 
had absolutely nothing to do 
with drugs 
I quoted Russell as saying 
that from his rookie pro 
season, in 1963, until the 1969 
season when coach Chuck 
Noll took over the team and 
new anti-drug strictures 
were laid down by the FNL, 
he, R u s s e ll, took an 
amphetamine, commonly 
called a pep pill, before 
nearly every National 
League game he played 
"It made me think I was in­ 
vincible, when I was on the 
field. I felt 1 was playing with 
great f la ir and very 
courageous. Then on Tuesday 
I would watch the game films 
and was shocked to see that I 
didn't play anything like 1 
thought I played 
said 
Russell. 
Russell, in an apologia 
written by a Pittsburgh Press 
reporter who covers the 
Steelers. is quoted as saying. 
“ I'm hardly a dope fiend gone 
straight." And the writer 
says, “ Andy Russell is no pill* 
popper. 
I never called Russell a 
“ pill-popper (the headline 
on the story in the local paper 
did, however). Ana the 
closest 1 came to calling him 
a "dope fiend" was when I 


w rote, “ He is certainly one of 
the most sensitive, highly re 
garded athlete*' in profes­ 
sional sports 
Russell says his intention in 
discussing with me his early 
use of amphetamines ' he say s 
in the follow-up story that it 
was only “occasional 
use 
over a five-year period» was 
“ to get across to kids that 
drugs are no good, that thev 
don't help you. that they’re 
not being used today because 
they do not work 
First, these points were 
emphatically made in the 
original article Second, the 
National Football League has 
been suffering a credibility 
problem, primarily in the 
area of drug use. 
A few years ago the NFL 
combined with the Bureau of 
Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs to present spot televi 
sion commercials showing 
players in action and then 
saying that drugs are not 
good. that, in effect, the pro 
football player is above the 
problem 
In the last few years, this 
has been shown to he 
egregious hypocrisy. Players 
such as Houston Ridge. Dave 
Grayson, Ken Graham. Dave 
Meggysey, George Rurman. 
among others, have publicly 
admitted taking drugs 
Russell made one of those* 
TV spots. I had asked him if 
he felt hypocritical doing it. 
He said. ‘No. I wasn't taking 
the pills anymore — when I 
did the commercials. 
How effective were those 
drug commercials? A psy­ 
chologist and marketing pro­ 
fessor at the University of 
Southern California made a 
study 
and 
cite d 
a 
“boomerang 
effect pro 
duced by the commercials. 
Prof. Donald L. Kanter found 
that 90 per cent of the high 
school students he inter­ 
viewed believed the football 
players were “ hypocritical, 
"insincere 
Russell, in particular, 
could have made a great im­ 
pact, 1 believe, had he said on 
those spot commercials, “ I 
took drugs. And they are no 
good. I know from ex­ 
perience. 


It could have been a power­ 
ful public service 
Even today, though, 
Russell downplays the prob­ 
lem of drugs - in the follow- 
up article He says, "I took a 
five-milligram diet pill The 
kind they give pregnant 
women to keep their weight 
down 


And the local Pittsburgh 
writer says, conceivably, that 
truck drivers to keep awake, 
students to cram for tests, 
and pregnant women have 
taken 
as 
many 
amphetaminen as Andv 
Russell. 


Yet in a recent congres­ 
sional subcommittee on drug 
use and a bus«*. Dr. George R 
Edison s article from the An­ 
nuls of Internal Medicine, is 
cited as expert opinion that 
“ Amphetamines are among 
the most dangerous of cur­ 
rently abused psychoactive 
drugs. They cause depen­ 
dence. behavioral toxicity, 
and physical damage. 
Despite their extensive medi­ 
cal use. the evidence suggests 
they are ineffective or 
minimally effective in most 
of the conditions lor which 
they are prescribed ... " 
In Suffolk County, New 
York, recently doctors have 
voluntarily stopped prescrib­ 
ing amphetamines for any 
purpose 
In a recent True Magazine 
article by Sandy Padwe on 
drugs and the NFL, wide 
receiver Billy Parks of the 
Houston Oilers said. “ Foot­ 
ball isn't much different from 
other levels of society w hen it 
comes to drug use. The O lily 
difference is that business­ 
men and teachers don't go on 
televison and pretend things 
aren't like they are 
If the NFL spots had in­ 
cluded such candid com­ 
ments. they may not have had 
a "boomerang effect. 


Andy Russell made just 
such a candid statement to 
me. and then retreated from 
it. I wish he had stood his 
ground, as he does so mag­ 
nificently on defense for the 
Steelers.

The 13th congressional district of which 
Lompoc Valley is a part mourns the death 
of a staunch representative, Congressman 
Charles M. Teague, 64 
As he was

personality, the resolute ill-will of 
the Democratic left, and — it might 
at this point be added — the fear of 
those who believe that the United 
States’ attachment to Israel has got 
to be re-thought in the light of the 
Mideast crisis. 
2. Significantly, the choice of the 
moment is not only a Republican, 
but a Republican selected as Vice 
President by Richard Nixon, whose 
name is anathema to the majority of 
the voters. This suggests that the 
mandate of 1972, such as it was, is 
not eroded along with the confidence

elected. 
That 
Republicanism — or more precisely 
stated. anti-McGovermsm — is still

But this may be a temporary 
situation. The principal uncertainty 
of the day is economic.

Nixon did or didn’t do to favor or to 
hurt milk farmers and IT&T is not 
seriously 
thought of as having 
affected the economy or brought it 
to its low estate. And it is not now 
clear whom the people would blame 
if deficit spending were publicly 
identified as the energumen in the 
current situation.
